ite^e wc dan, for a while, fefcite from tho turmoils, strife, cernnga and cntifosion 
incident to a civil or political revolution like tho present, and offer up anew our 
devotions to Him who has vouch-safed to guide and direct us in our pilgrimage to 
that Tompls not made with hands eternally In the he*»ven£. 

We have met under peculiar circumstances ; a terriblo war is upon us; it c 
horrors are experienced alike by the rich nm poor, the proud and the hmnhlt*, t 
all classes nnd conditions of our once happy people. Tho cloud, which oc one t rao, 
to the eyo of the grasping politician, seemed “no larger ihan A tnan’s band/' has 
gradually spread Jiko a mighty pnll over the emiro horizon of nhr country, 
enshrouding it in glorm, belching forth. horrid lightnings filliag every heart with 
con.<t'*rniti 0 n, obliterating each star of hope and giving no promise of a happier 
knd brighter future. The little stream of strife, which but throo years ago, seemed 
»■» small and insignificant in itself as to give no promise of danger In the futuro, 
nnd which many an idle dreamer promised to Ham tip without difficulty or delay, * 
baa swollen niton mighty, e'rcam, a torrent, whose whvob arc red with the blood of 
slaughtered heroes, whose i opetuou* contents no human hand can stay, into whoae 
nwfnl chasm the rights, the institutions, tho taws and usages of n freo people jarc fast 
crumbling to be lost forever, nnu upon whoso trembling banks two astonished 
nations stand aghast at their o ,n folly and wickedness, bewildered by the huge 
pruportions of tbo strong catnract, and sighing for tho blessings that have been 
engulphed beneath its angry waves. Each family mourns its loss by the death and 
tnulilation of boijqo honored member; hearts are sofrdwful that only thrilled wi b 
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joy before ; eyes uro felled with briny t< ars that only flashod with pride or joy or hope.' 
in other da vs ; her anxious supFemm-and her deep sorrow calls upon Heaven for 
< omfcrt. For thet .0 tlicre is no help hero below ; childhood, ;nnceont childhood, has

its ffeftrfu! presence. The boom. fig icf artilcry, the roar of the deadly musket, thcf 
strong notceot tho invigorating drum, the shouts, tho cries, tho groans of contend* 
sng armies, the shrieks of widowed wives and fatherless children, nod all that tells 
bf a bloody nr.d terrible war, arc heard from tho Potomac to tho Gulf. Tho plot 
thickens perpetually, the night grows darker, the storm gathers, peaoo with its 
blessings, Feeins more distant than ever. Such is tho condition of the country at 
this moment, • < *ucb is the p’cniro .which truth constrains me to draw of our onco 
happy and pro.sjercus laud.

It is perfectly 
right that 1 should dwtll on the fa-t, thnt Masonry is no: dazzled by tho pomp, 
glitter aud splendor <>? war, but t I an b lie r votaries have won for themselves a name 
upon the histoviauhi pag*, while gallant deO'is aro appreciated dud liberty has a, 
temple upon the oartti ; that upon an nundred go.-y fields and in tho midst of death's 
must wildc and fearful carnival, they have taught posterity a lesson of true hero- 
ism. of unwaverirg courage, of patriotic martyrdom that will ho reinoruborM with 
gratitude and reverence until time shall be no more. An unfortunate combi nation 
of circumstances has, however, divided us; whether it he rimt the war was nob a 
no ossity. and that tho hearts of >ur people aro not in it,- whether those io power 
ljavo been and are incompsten-y through ignorance or bigotry oV prejudice, to direct 
tho struggle ; whether the aviuiinistratlon or its enewiia? h.iv* Pown the seed of 
discord with the vain hope of reap In figure personal or political harves*. taoi not 
called upon to d .mile; the fact is plain that disagreements do e.vUt ; : hot we are 
not standing shoulder to shoulder ; vet o«er thosa tbiugs, mnvonrj f has no control.

Derry being the principal creditor, I addressed 
him a note. «n l did not receive* as I thought, a satisfactory an^\vc r . I wns under 
the necessity o!\;g;:in writing lum on th»- iuoiect, stating, in such plain language, 
the qnc3fi *us I desired him to answer, that I thought it impossible for any misir<« 
icrj, rotation of tho same to be marie. I soon afterwords received from him an 
answer in which he declined to r; aive in poyim.i t of his claim, us I understood 
liim, any thing except North Carolina State Bonds -tened prior to tho present roro* 
lution; hence, after consultation vitli the Grand Treasurer and other distinguished 
brethren, we determined to postpone the ale for the present, believing it a duty we 
owed the Grand Lodgo and the Fraternity tt tho brute. The present conibion 
of the currency is such that any sale we might have been chic to have made, would 
in qur opinion, have been detrimental t> tho interest of this body, *«j 4 could not 
linvo resulted iu ae< omplhking the wishes and tho views of tho«c rhi- ordered t> 
sale of the property. Brethren, bon far wo have succeeded in acting ti r tho inter* 
est of Masonry ia regard to this subject, ijfor thi ^ Gran l Lodgo to ucterinioo? < 

I bog leave to suggest tbo propriety of raiding, at this comounicstidn, as nking 
fund, (hr the purpose of extinguishing tbo debt. I think this farprefablo to soiling 
tbo property, and am fully satisfied tho Craft in North Carolina will sustain, 
cordially, any plan you in your wisdom ma^ad ipt lor that purnoEe.

you will increase the sum to for the ensuing Masonic year. Als -> tbo duos «f

In only one instance have I granted a 
dHpcrsatiou f. • r fho repose of forming of a now Lodgo ; that was granted to 
Jlro. J. A. Dvr tlnr and others, to open a Lodge in Jefferson. Asbo rount.v. tho pe- 
tition of tno. o brothrtn having been properly recommended under tho scat of 

Lodge, No. — . 

Apj licat'oa has bocn mado to me in two or thro? instances for Dispensations to 
op*n Military Lodge* ; on* in South Carolina and tin* others in Virginia. T hove 
declined to gr.arr either of tho Dis; onsatirts fur rons ins which X think are suTi- 
cloutly ►trong, believing in fact the t my jurisdietiou and r : ght to e^tablisli Lodges, 
wns rtri<* ,, y confined to the limits of Xoitit Carolina, nr J that my compliance with 
tho request < f th-Jt i t'rior irs w<»u’ 1 have teen on iofrii. '*»:u,**nt unon the jori.sdictiou 
a* 1 rights of the Grand M ir-ters of those Stales resf o^tively. I know somo of tbo 
Fraud Mutters in the f ou'horn F ates differ with me on this point, and l>rq. Fellows, 
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0 M .of Louisiana, exercises the prerogative to grant 'Dispensations for opening 
Lodges in other jurisdiction?, but at present I loave this subjebt to -be decide by hi* 
impartial judgment of the Masonic Fraternity. 

The present crisis in the political history of our unhappy country, is one in 
which the aucicnt landmarks of tho order are most likely to be violated. Hence 
the importance of those who preside over the Subordinate Lodgos of t hi* jurisdic- 
tion, having their minds well informed upon our ancient customs and usages. Free 
masonry, as the most ancient and universal of all societies, is governed hy laws 
and rules of action which are peculiar to herseJf and which have sprung out of her 
own organization* Difference of opinion lias existed among Masonic writers as to 
}*hn.t tho landmarks properly are^ It is not our purpose, ait this time, to enter 
jnto any notice ofthe various epinions which have been promulgated by the many 
authors who have written on this subject, but simply to impress upon the minds of 
the brethren present, the vast importance, to the craft, that in thtir various duties 
they should not suffer anything to canse a departure from tho landmarks of the 
order. Bl^ckstoue ha? truly said, “the goodnej-s of a custom depends n'pqn its hav 
ing btenused time out of mind, or in the solemnity of our legal phrase, time whereof 
the memory of mau runneth n^t to tho contrary.” This it is that gives it its 
4 * weight and authority.” All this may, with great force, bo applied in the precise 
terms, tq tho landmarks of Frno Masonry. 

The characteristic peculiarity of the landmarks of Masonry is, tbeyafe unchango? 
able. No Grand Lodge has tbo right or power to enaction y now landmarks, neith- 
er baa it the right or prerogative of abolishing any of those that now exist. What 
they were in tho beginning of the institution, they must ever remain and must con- 
tinue in force until Masonry itself shall cease to exist. Fortunato*it is for th$ 
stability of Masoury that hor landmarks so unchangeable should exist ; they stand 
aa bulwarks, which to tho intelligent Mason, aro insurmountable, and control and 
check innovations. Should they sometimes beinadvertently violated in the excite* 
wont and hasto of Masonic legislation, the reflective and conscientious Mason are 
soon again brought back uuder their benj^n influonce and will preserve that uni-' 
iqsmity of character and general design which constitutes the great universality of- 
tbp institution. 

Frequtnt applications having been made to mo during the past Masonic year, in 
regard to one of the landmarks of tho Order, I deemed it duo the members of this 
body that I sbonbl give or call your attention to the same, ihat is, tho quali5caiion 
of candidates tor initiation during the revolution that now exists. Many>of our 
worthy young men have been disabled nml maimed for life, and yet mauy of them 
after returning lipuie, have berni amlaro still applying foradmission into the Lodge. 
Wo regret ihat those who are true and trusty, and hive served their country with 
such fidelity, should, by such miifortunes, be debarred from entering our portals 
and enjoying the lights which Masoary atfords, bat such is the nature of our insti*. 
tutlon, without a violation of one. of its most important landmarks which 
plainly tell ns that the caxditjate must have 11 no maim or defeot about his body 
that may render him incapable of learning th« art.” Thus are excluded, the ldind^ 
{ e deaf, the dumb, ami those having but ono fo6t, and those bariug but one hand, 

none of them can learn and teach ih* rituals of tho order. ThiR landmark being 
ot such plain interpretation, jou way think it entirely unnecessary on my part to 
call the attention ef *o intelligent a body as this, U the subject, but when consid* 
ered in it* true light, you, I think, will agree with me that its importance is a 
sufliciont reason for your attention being called te the »uhject, hoping thereby 
to cause to be avoided by tho Subordinate Lodgos, an infringement of tho same. 

The oral landmarks of the Order qr« of no loss importance than the written, and be 
v.lio ha« the lioner tojnpside over the prait, no matter in what position, should make it 
hia constaut study to have Iris mind well rtored with the Ancient Constitution of the 
Order and the oral traditions of the same, thereby being the better qtiali tied to fulfil 
aiiv posit iou to which he may be called by his brethren. 

Those who have the honor to be called by their brethren to preside over the craft, 
should be thoroughly instructed in the lectures, well acquainted with the cercmonie* 
and complete lu all the degrees of Free Masonry. But Masoary is a science and un art 
great magnitude and extent. A knowledge of her mystery is not to be obtained at ouce 
by the initiate, but is attainable onlv by the industrious draftsmen, and then only by de- 
grees. By much instruction and assiduous application, are advances only made. Every 
step is progressive and opens new light and information in proportion to tho capacity of 
Uia mind of the initiate to receive the same. According to the progress we make we 
liinjt or extend our inquiries, qnd in proportion to that capacity, wc attain, to a le*s or 
greater degree ot perfection, it is not. him wno knows the names and understands the 
application of the various working taols and implements of. the craft, that is t.norcoy tar- 
nished to every good work, but he* only who use* them npVl applies them to his intellec- 
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tun), moral nrd social edification, f.liat is the workman that hoed not bo a«bnnim] to ox- 
lii 1>: r to the. Grand Artificer of ibe nnivorf*. a specimen of his work whirl* will not l>o 
ca*[, at. i In* day of final account-, .immg t nr ru'.fisk as vri rk unfit f »r iho hnilder’s n j c, 
but work that will war the t< * t i»f tic :.v-n (1 overset rV -c* nre. ni rl b prrnnm ret’ by 
him ns \vi rk lit and prepared for a place n that teni’de and bnihiin r pn^a ed for the 
faithful. There 'ore, in exhorting von 10 itfi ovr r HTort to be pt*rfe* t in Mtir-onry. 1 in- 
land. not. merely l.iut you should bn expert in giv ingt.i * lectures, or eager to ris» j rapidly 
throujh the dificitot degrees of tin* same, lmt. that ye ti tluoild ••nter fully into t o rpiri't 
of it* nio«t solemn rites, and thould endeavor to learn tbc lull import of its interesting 
symbols ; that yon should be pcrlc.et in the knowledge and in the apt* ication of its 
p it.ciplos, in the lull possesion of the virtues it expects, and in the discharge of all the 
moral and enristian duties It enjoins. 

Among ttiQ great rariclv of duties inmmbent, upon u*, w<* should ewr r» member that 
there is none more essential to the preservation or more cflieacions to itw gn»*d and wel- 
fare of our institution than Unanimity of action, brotherly love and charity. This make* 
t tic cement, tbc great and living principle of coin sion, which* given compactness to all 
the parts and members of t ho mystic tic, forma them into a regular sturunre, into one 
tui i form, beautiful and mystic building, and adds harmony, friendship and stability 
to the whole. ‘Or it may with propriety bo linked to the key-stone whi h eftmoacts and 
strengthens tin* arch upon which the edifice *s **n.iportcd and upheld! f’.’-otinwly love is 
the ll'e and soul of all societies, and must be much more so of those who pteterd to ns- 
soei to together upon the noble maxims of charity ; it is ilie golden chain -which binds 
together our ancient order, the life principle on which depends its internal harmony and 
outward prompt rily.

The Comraltteo appointed by the Grand Lodge, to oonsider and report upon the 
affairs of Kt. John's College, beg leave, respectfully, to /©port, that we do not re- 
commend the salo of the College, but submit the following statement and Recom- 
mendation : . 

A large amount of money ;has been contributed by the people of North Carolina, 
to establish and endow a ftmd for the education of Orphans in North Carolina. 
The Financial Agent of this Fund is the Rev. Dr. Deems, a member of our frater- 
nity. This fund is to be incorporated at the present session of the Legislature. 
We recommend that all the property held by the Trustees of St. John’s College, be 
transferred to the Orphan Fund on the condition that this Grand Lodge shall have 
the same benefit from the fund as are secured to each individual doner, namely, 
one veto for every $50 thus given, and one beneficiary for every $2,500, the Or- 
phan Fund to assume the debts of the College, and the Lodge to be credited for 
an amount oqual to the cost of the property over and abovo tho debts assumed by 

the Orphan Fund, dnd that a Committee of be appointed on the part of the 

Grand Lodge, to eommmatethis arrangement.
